The anxiety with 
which we face the new year is 
not without some alloy of better’ 
possibilities and behind “all the 
clouds that lower o'er our house 
tops” there are elements of a 
different nature which bid u 
take heart. New forces are at 
and the unknown is always 

rrible. But beneath them lies 
the stolidity of a nation that is 
at heart eminently reasonable, 
The hateful doctrines of Moscow, 
divected though they are by fiend-| 
ish cunning, have failed every- 
where, most conspicuously in 
Russia; and they will also fail 
in China, The one practical re- 
siduum of the new political 
philosophy is to improve the 
worker's egndition and no one 
will deny" that the Chinese 
worker needs it nor grudge him 
a better lot, But that improve- 
ment is the very antithesis of 
the ruin of others. No class can 
yermanently benefit itself by the| 
destruction of another, as even 
the extremists of Hankow begin 
to find. ‘The temporary ascen- 
dancy of Moscow's agents is a 
yhenomenon common to all such 
hovements as that we are now 
watching; but always the bal- 























ance between action and reaction 
Keeps true, especially among 
people the Chinese, whose 





whole view of life is compact of 
moderation and the virtue of 
living and letting live. 








THE MIXED COURT 
HANDED OVER 
Jan. 1. 

‘THE welcome news was re- 
ceived yesterday evening that, 
the exchange of notes provided 
for under the Provisional Agree- 
nent for rendition of the Mixed 
Court had taken, place and that 
the Court is to be duly restored 
to the Chinese authorities as from 
today. The Provisional Agree- 
ment was signed on August 31 
last and published at the end of 
September (“‘N.-C. Herald” Oct.| 
2). Opposing the logic of the 
litera seripta to the wild and 
unsubstantiated agitation work- 
ed up by interested parties 
‘gainst rendition, the agreement 
was at once recognized by all 
tnprejudiced minds asa} 
thoroughly statesman-like -solu- 
tion of an exceedingly difficult 
problem, not rendered easier by 
the fact that it ought to have, 
been grappled with years ago. 
‘There is reason to believe that| 
the notes now exchanged, which 











[that could not be put into the 
lagreement, are equally satisf: 
tory to both parties, For foreign| 
interests there is ample protec- 
tion of the kind that Mixed 
Courts were designed to secure;| 
there are adequate safeguards| 
against old and, it must un- 
lhappily be added, modern abuses: 
there is for the first time full 
machinery for appealing against 
|judgments of the Court; and the| 
particular wish of the Chinese 
has been satisfied that the new 
Court should be so constituted 
jas to fit in with that reformed 
Judicial system which is already| 
in existence and will one day, 
japply through all China, 

We have described the ne 
lof the accomplishment of rendi-| 
ition as welcome, because it is. 
Once more let it be recalled that, 
although the Consular Body were 
|justified in taking charge of the| 
Mixed Court in the uncertain 
surrounding the Manchus’ 
downfall, there was no justifica- 
tion for their retaining it so 
long; and it must be confessed 
that its operation in recent years 
iven rise to abuses against 
which the Chinese had ‘reason 
in protesting and which undoubt-| 
edly afforded them arguments 
for the abolition of extraterri- 
toriality difficult to answer. 
There are already enough points 
of difference between Chinese 
and foreigners: on sore we are 
in the right; on others, the 
Chinese; and it is bad policy to 
lobscure the issues in the former 
[class by showing obstinacy where| 
we have obviously “no case”. 
For the rest, the process of 
jevents leading up to rendition 
has been an excellent example 
of foreign and Chinese co-opera- 
tion. Both sides met in a spirit 
lof give-and-take, of readiness to| 
recognize the other point of 
view while pressing their own. 
It is surely a good augury for 
the coming year that the out- 
come of negotiations thus hap-| 
pily conducted takes effect on

It is true we have a broadeasting, 
station, but it has a very limited 
range of material at its disposal 
so that a listening-in set barely 
gives us more than the crumbs 
that fall from the tables of our; 
more fortunate friends at home. 
A man in Montreal can set his 
watch by the chimes of Big Ben 
in London—making allowance 
for the difference of longitude. 
If something like this were pos- 
jsible in Shanghai we fancy there| 
would be such a rush for re- 
‘ceiving sets that there would be 
Ja boom in electrical supplies. 
But although this is at present 
impossible, it does not follow 
that it will always be so. If 
Jwe could publish news of what| 
will take place sixty years henee 
as we do reports of what took 
place sixty years ago we should 
probably find that all news was 
sent out by wireless and the 
Shanghai of that future day 
thought no more of listening to 
‘a specch in the House of Com- 
mons than they did of hearng| 
one delivered in the town hall 
jof our own city. 

On December 24 we published 
a letter from Mrs. Corbally Kuhn 
in New York in which she tells 
of two young Chinese students 
who are studying electrical eng- 
ineering and have made such pro- 
lgress that they are hoping to 
return to China next year, where 
they intend to develop a ‘system 
of broadcasting that will be as 
up-to-date as anything in the 
world. We wish them all suc- 
jcess in their undertaking. There| 
is no greater or more attractive 
field for -such endeavour than 
China presents, If their dreams

MR. EUGENE CHEN 
AND SURTAXES 
Jan. 3 

Mr, Eugene Chen's task of 
proving the Washington  sur- 
taxes to be unwanted by the 
Chinese people or the various 
Governments of China, seems to 
be @ particularly difficult one, as 
he is the author of the precedent 
for their imposition. Simultane- 
Jously with the publication of his 
protest against the authorization 
Jof the surtaxes, as suggested by 
ithe British Memorandum, is an-| 
nounced the levying of the sur- 
tax in Hankow by the Nation- 
jalist Government. Throughout} 
the entire discussion of the 
jquestion“and previous to it, by 
many months, the Nationalist| 
Government levied the surtax in 
Canton. They are collecting the 
twa.and a half per cent. now in 
Canton and Hankow. How can 
Mr. Chen protest against the re- 
Jgularizing of a precedent which 
he set? How can he complain 
against the adoption of a pro- 

1 which originated with him? 
His protests and objections place 
ithe Nationalist Government 
the paradoxical position of ob- 
Jjecting to what they want and 
fof protesting against what they| 
themselves do. 

Or, are we to infer that the 
Nationalist Government favour} 
the imposition of the Washing- 
ton surtaxes in their t 
land oppose it in the te 
under the control of their op- 
ponents? Such a stand would 
be to ask the Powers to inter- 
vene on their behalf, for it would 
be ugreeing to direct financial 
rt of their cause. ‘The 
Nationalist Government | surely 
would not ask for intervention, 
either by arms or money, in their 
favour; yet, it is difficult to un- 
derstand what other meaning on 
may place upon Mr. Chen's! 
jactions and Notes. No military 
jor political group levied the! 
Washington surtaxes until it was| 
done by Canton. At that time, 
it was suggested that the Canton 
Government were levying the su 
tax to liquidate the boycott. Mr. 
Chen was the Minister of For 
eign Affairs when the Canton 
Government imposed this  tax,| 
His was the signature to the 
Notes with regard to it. 

Similarly, he is the responsible 
‘Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
this moment when the surtax is 
being levied and collected in 
Hankow. He surely must realize 
that any steps he may take to 
raise revenue for his Govern 
ment will be adopted by his 
opponents, if they prove practic- 
fable. And that is exactly what, 
happened. Shortly after Canton,

But from what has happened 
in Canton and Hankow, we are 
to assume that as soon as the 
Nationalist Government reach 
Shanghai, if their military cam- 
paign is’ successful, they will 
impose the Washington surtaxes. 
For we know that it is their 
plan to have a uniform system 
fof taxation throughout their 
territory and that they have beon 
in Hankow less than a month 
and have already imposed this 
duty. Now, are we to under- 
and Mr. Chen to say that if 
Marshal ‘Sun Chuan-fang i 
poses the surtax with the con 
sent of the Powers as suggested 
in the British Memorandum, he 
and the Powers are doing some- 
thing very wrong, but that if the 
Nationalist Government reaches 
Shanghai and imposes this same 
surtax with or without the con- 
sent of the Powers, it is doing 
something altogether right? 
What makes it right in one in- 
stance and wrong in the other? 
The British Memorandum makes 
it right in every instance. It 
sugyests that as the Washington 
Conference promised this in- 
crease to China, the increase 
should go into effect irrespective 
lof the fact that China is a divid- 
ed country and that the surtax 
should be paid to the possessn:

NICARAGUA AND

Jan. 6. 

It is impossible at this dis- 
tance and with only scanty tele- 
graphic information as to what. 
is really happening, to form any, 
judgment of the’ Nicaraguan 
atfair, ‘The facts, thus far at 
hand, seem to be that a party in 
the Central American Republic 
allied itself with radicals or 
liberals in Mexico and attempted 
to seize the government by re- 
volutionary means. ‘The United 
States intervened and upheld the 
government which they had re- 
cognized. Apparently had the 
United States not intervened, the 
revolution might have been 
successful or might have lasted 
a longer time, 

‘The United States has always 
maintained a position of seni- 
ority on the American Contin- 
ents, assuming that the younger 
and’ smaller American states 
were in the relationship of pro- 
téués, The Monroe Doctrine 
made it clear that the American 
Continents were no longer open 
to European colonization, al- 
though previous to its enuncia- 
tion every part of those Contin- 
ents were explored and settled 
by Europeans. This doctrine has 
never had the sanction of a 
treaty nor has it ever been form- 
ally aecepted in precisely the 
form in which it was entneiated, 
but the nations of Europe have,

Al 
Government protects life and 
property and trade, that is, the 
movement of property. It func-| 
tions not by mob dictates but by 
law. ‘The Nationalist Govern- 
ment has now undertaken to 
maintain law and order in the 
British Concession in Hankow 
until such 2 time as the British 
jean resume that responsibility. 
Upon the ability of the Nation-| 
alist Government to maintain| 
law and order, to restore a con- 
dition of normal relationships in| 
life and trade, to make it pos- 
sible for innocent women and| 
children to live in their homes,| 
much of the future of China di 
pends. For, those who are dis-| 
posed to be friends of the Na- 
tionalist Government here and 
at Home will find comfort in 
its suecess and shame in its 
failure; while those who are in 
opposition to it now will be-| 
come friends if it sueceeds| 
but will be confirmed in their 
lepinion that the Nationalist 
G-vernment is weak and mob- 
ridden, if it fails. ‘The ques- 
tion of the ultimate recognition. 
of the Nationalist Government 
hinges upon what it is able 
to do in Hankow within the next 
few days. If the mob is quelled, 
if no strikes and boycotts results, 
if goods move as the tradesmen 
want them, if in the deadest of| 
night there is no danger to life, 
ithe Nationalist Government will 
prove its power. If on the other| 
hand, the agitators are given 
free rein and events are magni- 
fied until there is no end to 
trouble and discomfort, then the 
lcause of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment is doomed. 

All. the world is narrowly 
watching events in Hankow. 
Great Britain can afford to be 
patient, for in the end, the Chi- 
nese people will realize who is 
their friend. Great Britain can. 
wait for justice to be done. But 
there comes an end to patience 
when mobs run wild and Gov- 
ernments stand by, smiling at 
another opportunity to make 
capital out of trouble. It ap- 
pears that the Nationalist Gov 
ernment in Hankow has assum- 
led the responsibility of protect- 
ing foreign life and property. 
It remains to be seen how well 
it can do that. While an ex- 
tremist mob is forcing ‘issues, 
the position of any Government | 
becomes difficult, but it can only 
be in trying times such as these, 
that a Government proves its| 
worth. In China in these days, 
nothing is so much required as| 
a force for order, as an assumip-| 
tion of responsibility, as decision| 
and certainty in high 
‘The Kuomintang and the 
alist Government may be able to 
prove to the world that they are, 
that force and that they possess 
this decision and certainty, in 
which case, many of their inter- 
national problems will easily be 
solved. On the other hand, if 
they are wanting, ways must.

‘REVOLUTIONS AND 


DICTATORS 
Jan. 8. 

Tue outbreak of a revolution 
in Mexico’ adds another verse 
jto the political confusion on the 
American Continent. In Mexico 
apparently the only way an 
election can be held is by an 
armed insurrection, Who starts 
the fighting seems to matter 
little, except ‘that it is continu- 
ous. In Europe, Poland had a 
little revolution recently, and 
|somewhere else, one of the minor 
republics which fell off from 
lone of the great pre-war empires, 
Jquarrelled with itself and suffer- 
Jed a coup d’état. One cannot 
clearly diagnose this return to 
jstrong armed methods in deter-| 
mining political questions, unless 
it is that the world is weary of 
the talk. of democracy and is 
swinging back to the action of 
a lustier age. These matters 
may occasionally be treated with 
more levity than their authors 
allow, because if every revolu- 
tion is to be taken seriously, 
there should never be an end to 
political conversation and one 
should never have a moment for 
the more important subjects in 
life, such as, for indance, the 
value of play and the joy of 
sheer living. 

The revolutionist enjoys him-| 
self thoroughly. In the old days, 
he wore an enormous shock of 
hair, handled bombs as though 
they were buns, never creased 
his trousers and talked in whis- 
pers. Now, unfortunately, he 
has become less picturesque but 
frightfully efficient. It is per 
haps the American influence or 
maybe some _ correspondence 
school has published a book on 
how to conduct a revolution 
successfully, with the result that 
the revolutionists know all about 
the purchase and shipment of 
arms, the financing of their 
enterprises and the sale of con- 
jcessions, so that the revolt pros- 
pers for’a period, as do s0 often 
the revolutionaries preferring to 
have their own Governments in 
power during the tenure of the 
concession. Sometimes, the 
masses are stirred up to protest 
Jagainst the bartering away of 
national rights, but, on the whole, 
when it is.all clearly stated, the 
masses are not, in those count- 
ries, very familiar with the terms 
lof the concessions or the pur- 
poses of the revolutions, It is 
the age of romance turned to 
oil. One might imagine Sir 
Galahad fighting an_ oil conces- 
sionaire instead of a dragon, 
except that in those glorious 
days, one fought for the greater 
essentials in life, such as the 
smile of a fair lady. 

In Europe the revolutions are 
generally the doings of the emis- 
saries of the large Red Empire 
to the east. Naturally, in form- 
ing their revolutionary organiza- 
tion the Bolsheviks engendered a 
fhuge host of efficient revolution- 
aries and now that riots are 
frowned upon in Russia and a 
strike is a criminal offence, the 
professional revolutionists have 
to go elsewhere to ply their trade, 
"They tried it in Hungary once, 











|but got themselves deliciously 


put out of business by an ad- 
miral who knew how to command 
land troops. Whereupon, they 
moved upon the face of Europe 
looking for work in their line. 
They tried every place but were 
everywhere not wanted, like, for 
instance, a eabby might be who. 
refused absolutely to become a’ 
chauffeur after the great change 
from horse to gasoline power’ 
had set in. Finally, Europe put: 
an end to all the meanderings of 
these great revolutionaries by 
turning toward dictatorship as 
a form of effective Government. 

Now, the dictator does not try! 
to make people believe that! 
he believes in democracy. He 
drops that pose altogether. He! 
hits straight out and says that 
he is opposed to democracy and 
that if the war was fought to

dictator. Lenin started this 
ator style and he was follow- 
ed by a former colleague of his 
in the Communist line, Mussolini. 
Now, the idea is spreading and 
like $0 much else that originates 
in Europe, it might come to the 
American’ Continents in due 
‘course, and there it will be given 
fa flavour of efficiency and a push 
and go which, we may be told, 
Europe cannot possibly hope to 
produce, Mexico might make a 
try of it and even Nicaragua, 
where the revolution seems to 
be wiping out the whole male 
population, There are other 
countries which could really 
stand a dictatorship, but the few 
suggested could perhaps be used 
‘as scientific tests to see whether 
the thing really works, In the 
meantime, one must revalue 
the usefulness of the nineteenth 
century political ideal of de4 
mocracy, for it has not altogether 
‘worked out so well in this"twen- 
tieth century, Democracy and 
machinery seem not to go to- 
gether; it was a glorious ideal 
in an age of more time and less 
necessity for definiteness, Creat- 
fed by the industrial revolution, 
it is being destroyed by the age 
of steel and machinery,

NEWS FROM THE OUTPORTS 











Taiku, Shansi, Dee. 20, 


T have already reported the im 
position of a surtax on goods ship- 
ped on the Chengtai Railway, by the 
military authorities of the province. 
The latest form of taxation to be 
imposed is to reach the owners of 
private motor cars. This tax, which 
the authorities are now trying to 
feallect, amounts to $30 a. month. 
Hitherto the privately owned 
had paid a tax of $3 a quarter, ‘The 
new tax will make it out of the 
Jquestion for most of the private 
fowners to operate their cars, 
Perbaps half the privately owned 
motors in the provinee belong to 
the various mission hospitals. Thes# 
ears have been of great service in 
lenabling the doctors to respond 
quickly to emergency calls. In the 
Tong run, of course, it will be the 
Chinese people themselves who will 
suffer as a result of this latest 
form of taxation, 

Not only are the people feeling 
the heavy burden of old and new 
axes, the whole of 1927's land tax! 
having been already collected, but 
business throughout the province is: 
fata. stand-still because it is im- 
possible to ship goods in or out. 
This is because of conditions on 
the Kin-Han Railway, which is now 
pas been for ‘many months 
simply a military convenience. Some 
months ago many business firms 
Shansi gave up sending their buyers 
fout to Tiontrin and Shanghai to lay 
fn new stocks of goods, for they 
well knew there would be no chance 
fof shipping in the goods ro pur 
Jehascd. 


Tigh Charge for Remittance 

There is the further diffculiy of 
remittings fands from the port cities 
to the interior. Shansi men are 
scattered pretty much all over China 
fin. business establishments, — but 
Manchuria is peewtiarly the field of 
the business men from this part of 
the prosince. At Various times 
Within the Inst. fow years it har 
taken from 20 to 100 per cent, to 
forward money from the Three 
Eastera Provinces to Shansi, Now 
that Fengtien is in controt of Pe- 
king. the miasmic influences of the 
Fengtien party have settled down 
lover the capital. Even the Chinese 
Post Office row asks 90 per cent 
for remitting funds from Peking to 
Shani. All this means hard times 
for the Shansi people. 

For several months now there its 
been an embargo on parcels, sent 
through the Post Ofice from Shang- 
bhai, Tientsin and Peking to Shansi, 
This is solely because of the intoler- 
able conditions on the Kin-Han 
Railway. We hear that 
parcels. are stacked up 
waiting shipment to Shansi

After the sacking of Chowkiskow 
the Honan bandits threatened tha 
Anhui border, but were met by a 
fow hundreds of Anhui soldiers, 
The bandits are valiant enough 
against unarmed citizens, and de 
fenceless women and children, but 
they are cowards indeed where 
their own safety is at stake; and

Robber Gang Broken Up in 3 
One Killed After Firini

breaking up the armed robber gangs 
was accomplished on Tkursday morn 

if shortly after 10 o'clock by Det, 
maprs Conduit and his squad of 
Chinese detectives at Louzw station 
‘with the help of plain clothes Det.

Conduit the detectives broke into 
the room and took the two occupants

Considerable Interest Displayed 
Court Rooms Crowded 
Warning by Jt 


‘The International Mixed Court of 
Shanghai having formally _been| 
handed back to the Chinese Govern- 
ment and renamed the Shanghai 
Special Provisional Court, Chinese 
judges occupied their places on 
Tuesday for the first time, those in| 
the morning being Mr. Ziar Yung- 
sung, M.A. barrister-at-law; Mr. 
Li Ching-fu, utv.; Mr. Hsu Mo. 
Lup, Mz, Cheng Wen-chai, Lt, 
Mr. Chin Yi, 12.0, whilst those in 
the afternoon were Mr. John C. H. 
Wu, MA, Liu, J.D, Mr. Sarkon 
Ou, M.A, J.D,, and Mr. Hsu Mo. 

‘The different court-rooms were|

Alarming Reports of An Expe

Weakening Supply

Pennsylvania was, for several 
decades, the banner oil-produeing 
state, but the demand is growing at 
such an alarming rate that the 
United States is already using about 
a3 much every year as the entire 
state of Pennsylva produced 
in 67 years. In the opinion of Mr, 
Doherty, further, those who re- 
present that “we have enough 
Petroleum to supply all our needs for 
even the next few years are basing 
their representations on mere 
tion and not on fact.’

‘It would be interesting. to 
oN, however, what the Swara-| 
fists think of his latest pronounce-| 
ment in view of the strenuous man-| 
nner in which they have been mak-| 
ing use of the democratie machinery]

[Lord Ronaldshay declared that while 
Western democratic forms had thei|

period in India it did not follow]
